There were still some who capped after 
it wan closed, but ther** wns a complete 
change of popular opinion, and Jared 
Burton w as complimented on all side*. 
The mother and sister fully accepted 
him. auu be settled down Into his place 
unquestioned. Three months had gone 
by. and the tulk und wonder had uii 
died out when a blind man came along 
one day. H>- w its known In various vil¬ 
lages as "Old llanson.’’ lie sang 
songs, told fortunes and performed 
tricks and was well llk«*d. Standing <<f» 
the public squure with a crowd around 
him. he sang songs and then asked if 
Jured Burton was among the specta¬ 
tors. Jared step>n.*d forward, and the 
old man took him.by the hand. It was 
his twnst flint, having once heard a 
man’s voice and sluiken hands with 
him, be could forever after Identify 
him by the feel of his palm. 

’This Is not Jared Burtouf he ex¬ 
claimed as he let the hand fall. 

“But It la.” chorused a dozen voices. 

“But I say it is not. It is not his 
hand. I never met this hand before.” 

“You will believe It is Jared Burtor. 
when I tell you so. won’t you?" asked 
Jared. 

“No. You cannot deceive me on the 
palm. You are a stranger to me.” 

There had been an Investigation and 
an acquittal, but yet the blind man’s 
words set people to thinking, especially 
as Jared himself seemed to be greatly 
put out. The whole question would 
have la*«*n reopened again but that he 
started otf for t.’hleago next day on 
w hut he claimed w as a matter of busi¬ 
ness. He had a close shave of it. He 
hadn't been gone two hours when a 
sheriff from a distant county come to 
arrest blrn as me of a gang of land 
stealers and counterfeiter*. He was 
followed, but not overhauled. His real 
name w as diaries NVright. As to what 
became of the true Jared Burton no one 
can say. but he doubtless met his death 
In Rome way through falling Into the 
hands of the gang.

The blind man and the sher¬ 
iff declared tLe man to be a cheeky Iuj- 
liostor. and the latter furnished plenty 
of proofs, brt t tie question baa out been 
settled yet and jierhaps never will be. 
i passed a day In the village not long- 
ago. and I found the people about even¬ 
ly divided a* to whether the true Jared 
bad nyd actually returned and been 
driven nff again.

Augustine’s “City of God” waa aocn 
copied thousands of times and trav 
eled all through Europe after a quicker 
fashion than uioat printed books can 
today reasonably hope to do, but 8t 
Augustine occupied a unique position. 
Bod band copying, though a great 
trade, employing thousands of scribe*, 
could never hate fed the new learning 
or kept alive tbe reformation. Tbe 
age of Gutenberg was an age of Ideas 
and demanded books. Just aa onr day Is 
a day of mechanics and demands cheap 
motion, telegraphy and telephones.

Go and gaze upon It and 
think of tbe New York Herald, tbe 
I Hindoo Time* and the Bible for two 
pence.
